What Are We Doing About the ‘Smith Act? 


IF THERE ARE any lurking 
illusions that the Smith Act has 
been discarded, to be replaced 
by the McCarran. Act, recent 


events have rudely dispelled 


such. notions. 

Make no mistake about it, the 
‘Smith Act is i te full 
speed ahead, enced by 
the arrest ¢ eight more in Phil- 
adelphia pt Ol August and 
seven Ms O people last 
week.
